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This  course  is  intended  to  embrace  three  years,  but  the  time  consumed  by 
it  will  depend  upon  the  age  and  previous  training  of  the  ^Dupils  and  their  dili- 
gence in  study  The  instruction  in  this  department  will  be  confined  almost 
entirely  to  the  English  branches,  the  great  object  being  to  prepare  and  train 
teachers  for  their  profession.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  a  thorough 
study  and  accurate  knowledge  of  the  English  tongue.  Teachers  will  be  in- 
structed in  the  various  methods  of  organizing  and  classifying  schools,  and 
trained  in  the  most  improved  methods  of  teaching.  The  pupils  of  this  de- 
partment will  be  arranged  in  three  classes :  Junior,  Middle  and  Senior  ;  and 
upon  the  completion  of  the  Senior  Course,  and  an  examination,  equal  at  least 
to  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  questions  asked  upon  the  studies  of  the  same, 
the  Board  of  Regents  will  confer  upon  the  candidates  a  Diploma,  with  the  title 
of  Normal  Graduates.  These  examinations  are  more  extensive  and  the  test  of 
scholarship  much  higher  than  is  required  of  candidates  before  the  County 
Boards  of  examiners.

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This  department  is  intended  to  supply  the  demand  of  those  who  desire  to 
continue  their  studies  in  the  higher  Enghsh  Branches,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
obtain  a  creditable  proficiency  in  the  Ancient  and  Modern  Languages,  and  the 
Sciences.  Hence,  the  studies  are  arranged  so  that  the  puj^ils  may  attain  the 
greatest  proficiency  in  English,  and  lay  a  foundation  in  the  Classics.  Ancient 
and  Modern  Languages  are  both  taught.  Pupils  must  have  at  least,  three 
recitations  daily,  and  such  branches  only  are  permitted  to  be  studied  as  can 
be  thoroughly  taught  and  learned  in  the  time  allotted  for  their  pursuit. 
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ORIGIN  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

During  the  spring  of  1871,  Mr.  Shepherd  Brooks,  the  grandson  and  heir 
•of  the  late  Kezin  Davis  Shepherd,  of  this  vicinity,  was  applied  to  for  the 
buildings  erected  by  his  grandfather  in  Shepherdstown,  (which  had  been  used 
as  a  court-house  while  the  county  seat  was  at  this  place,  and  to  which  the 
county  had  added  two  wings),  for  the  purpose  of  opening  therein  a  Classical 
'    and  Scientific  School.    Permission  was  readily  given,  and  after  some  prelim- 
j    inary  arrangement,  a  lease  of  the  property  for  a  term  of  years  and  renewable, 
I    was  granted  for  that  purpose.    A  Board  ot  Trustees  was  incorporated,  with  a 
charter  conferring  upon  them  certain  privileges  similar  to  other  institutions  of 
learning.    The  school  was  opened  in  September,  1871^   and  February  27th, 
following,  the  Legislature  establit-hed  a  Branch  State  Normal  School  in  Shep- 
herd College,  which  school  was  organized  by  the  Regents  November  21,  1872. 
This  act  was  amended  by  an  act  approved  February  14,   1873,  but  before  it 
I    was  put  into  operation  it  was  annulled  by  the  Amended  School  law,  passed 
April  12,  1878,  which  re-enacted  the  law  of  February  27,   1872.    Owing  to 
these  changes  and  delays,  the  School  did  not  get  fully  into  operation  until 
September  9,  1873,  but  has  been  in  successful  operation  ever  since. 

THE  DESIGN  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  design  of  the  School  is  to  afford  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  a  thor- 
ough English  education,  and  to  train  teachers  for  the  free  schools  of  the  State. 
In  addition  to  the  English  or  Normal  Course,  there  is  a  Collegiate  Depart- 
ment, in  which  the  studies  are  so  arranged  that  all,  whether  desiring  to  be- 
come teachers  or  not,  may  obtain  a  good  education  and  be  prepared  for  the 
practical  duties  of  life  One  great  object  being  to  supply  the  demand  for  an 
Intermediate  School,  in  which  a  more  extensive  English  course  may  be 
taught,  and  at  the  same  time  enable  pupils  to  obtain  a  creditable  proficiency 
in  the  Classics  and  Mathematics  so  that  they  may  continue  these,  if  desirable. 
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in  the  higher  institiitions  of  learning,  in  which  moie  time  can  be  given  to 
such  studies.  The  expenses  have  been  made  so  moderate  that  all  can  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  of  pursuing  an  extended  course  of 
study.  The  school  is  open  to  both  sexes,  but  the  buildings  and  grounds  are 
so  arranged  that  each  department  can  be  kept  entirely  separate.  The  ladies 
and  gentlemen  come  together  only  at  recitations,  lectures  and  general  assem- 
blages, at  which  times  they  are  always  in  the  presence  of  one  or  more  of  the 
instructors. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

I 

In  order  to  impart  thorough  instruction  in  the  English  branches,  all  j)upils  j 
will  be  classified  under  the  Normal  course,  whether  desiring  to  become  teach-  \ 
ers  or  not,  and  the  pursuit  of  this  course,  and  a  full  acquaintance  with  it,  will 
be  enjoined  upon  all. 

Students,  after  completing  the  Normal  course,  mn  enter  tbe  Collegiate  De-  ' 
partment,  or  when  it  will  not  abridge  the  Normal  Course,  they  may  carry  the  ! 
two  along  together. 

THE  METHOD  OF  TEACHING. 

Instruction  is  given  by  daily  recitations,  by  familiar  remarks  and  illus- 
trations upon  each  lesson  recited,   by  blackboard   exercises  and  lectures. 
Frequent  exemplifications  of  the  best  methods  of  teaching  the  various  branch- 
es will  be  given.    Every  effort  will  be  made  to  interest  the  students  in  their  ; 
studies  and  induce  application  on  their  part,  without  which  all  teaching  is  i 
vain. 

NOBMAL  SCHOOL  WORK. 

It  is  the  peculiar  province  of  Normal  Schools  to  train  students  for  the 
office  of  teachers,  and  point  out  to  them  the  most  approved  and  successful 
methods  of  instruction  and  recitation,  as  well  as  the  best  sy.-;tem  of  organizing, 
classfying  and  governing  schools.  It  includes  a  knowledge  of  the  branches 
taught  as  well  as  the  manner  of  teaching  them,  and  its  object  is  to  form  in 
the  students  economical  and  regular  habits  of  study,  so  as  to  prepare  them 
for  intelligent  and  systematic  teachers. 

ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

It  is  admitted  on  all  sides  that  the  English  language  cannot  be  mastered  by 
the  study  of  Grammar  only  ;  nor  by  mere  reading.  The  theory  of  language 
is  the  expression  of  thought,  correctly  and  concisely.  The  study  of  the 
Enghsh  language  in  its  -widest  sense  means  the  study  of  English  prose  and 
verse,  and  a  constant  practice  in  composition. 

The  aim,  therefore,  in  this  department  is  :  (1)  To  give  the  pupils  a  good 
knowlege  of  his  mother  tongue,  embracing  its  history,  structure  and  philo- 
logical relations ;  (2)  To  cultivate  the  power  of  thought,  and  to  aid  and  en- 
courage the  pupil  in  the  expression  of  thought,  in  the  form  of  both  verbal  and 
written  composition  :  (3)  To  form  and  cultivate  a  taste  for  good  literature,  aod 
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to  lead  the  pupil  by  successive  steps  up  to  the  appreciation  of  .the  English 
classics,  which,  in  the  advanced  classes,  are  studied  critically  and  with  no  less 
zeal  and  faithfulness  than  the  ancient  classics  are  in  our  best  colleges. 

NORMAL  DIPLOMAS. 

Students  who  pursue  the  Normal  Course  prescribed,  whether  State  pupils  or 
not,  and  sustaiu  an  examination  upon  the  same  equal  to  seventy. five  percent 
of  the  questions  asked,  will  receive  a  Dijoloma  from  the  Board  of  Eegents. 
These  diplomas,  were  made  by  law  equal  to  number  one  County  Certificates, 
aud  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  save  that  they  might  be  annulled  by  the  State 
Superintendent,  for  the  same  reasons  that  would  withhold  them  in  the  first 
place,  but  the  late  Legislature  annulled  all 'the  contracts  made  with  Normal 
Graduates. 

DEGREES. 

The  Trustees  are  authorized  to  confer  upon  such  students  as  have  completed 
the  English  course  of  studies  prescribed  for  the  Collegiate  Department,  and 
sustained  a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  same  a  diploma  with  the  title 
of  Mistress  or  Master,  of  English  Literature,  accompained  by  a  Certificate 
certifying  their  degree  of  proficiency  in  the  Ancient  and  Modern  Languages, 

EXAMINATIONS 

Each  class  will  be  examined  upon  the  studies  of  the  year,  and  no  student 
will  be  permitted  to  advance  until  said  examination  has  been  sustained.  Wil- 
ful absence  from  examination  wiU  not  be  tolerated.  These  examinations  will 
be  conducted  by  the  teachers  in  their  respective  departments,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Principal  of  the  school,  and  will  be  either  oral  or  written  or  both 
combined.  The  names  of  the  students  who  stand  in  the  first  grade  in  these 
examinations,  and  average  the  same  in  their  monthly  reports,  will  be  read  out 
at  Commencement,  as  distinguished, 

ADVANTAGES. 

This  school  has  many  advantages.  Among  which  are  the  opportunities 
afforded  for  a  good  English  education  ;  the  facilities  for  study ;  the  com- 
fortable rooms ;  the  moderate  expenses  ;  the  healthfulness  and  accessibility  of 
the  place ;  the  refined  and  cultivated  character  of  the  community.  The  study 
rooms  are  commodious,  comfortable,  well-lighted,  and  furnished  with  im- 
proved desks,  aud  the  recitation  rooms  are  well  adapted  for  that  purpose. 

GOVERNMENT,  , 

The  government  of  the  institution  will  be  mild  but  firm.  Students  are  ex- 
pected to  do  promptly  what  is  required  of  them,  to  obey  aU  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  school,  and  to  conduct  themselves  as  gentlemen  and  ladies — re- 
fraining from  all  improprieties  of  conduct.  The  better  feelings  of  the  pupils 
and  their  sense  of  right  will  be  appealed  to,  rather  than  severe  and  violent 
measures  used     Scholarship  will  be  the  main  object,  but  a  due  regard  will  be 
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had  and  proper  attention  paid  to  the  health  and  morals  of  the  pupils.  Idleness 
and  neglect  of  studies  will  not  be  tolerated. 

MONTHLY  EEPOKTS. 

Monthly  reports  of  the  conduct,  progress  and  attendance  of  the  pupils, 
made  up  from  the  daily  record  of  the  several  instructors,  will  be  sent  to 
parents,  and  they  are  earnestly  requested  to  examine  them  and  report  to  the 
Principal  whether  they  are  regularly  received.  Parents  and  guardians  should 
show  an  interest  in  the  progress  of  their  children  and  wards,  and  as  often  as 
possible  attend  their  recitations.  Parents  are  requested  to  sign  and  return  the 
reports  to  the  teachers. 

POST  GRADUATES. 

Graduates  of  either  department  of  the  College  may  obtain  the  privilege  of 
continuing  their  studies  in  any  spec'al  branches  that  they  may  desire,  by  ap- 
plication to  the  Principal. 

THE  BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  are  new,  commodious,  admirably  arranged  for  the  purpose 
intended,  consisting  of  a  Public  Hall,  Library,  Recitation  and  Lecture  Rooms, 
and  beautifully  situated  on  an  eminence  near  the  centre  of  the  town,  with 
handsome  grounds  surrounding.  The  main  building  was  erected  by  the  late 
R.  D.  Shepherd,  of  this  vicininty.  and  wings  have  been  added  since,  the 
whole  costing  more  than  $80, 000.  The  use  of  said  buildings  ha.-,  been  gener- 
ously donated  to  the  Trustees,  by  Shepherd  Brooks,  Esq  ,  of  Boston,  his 
grandson,  for  school  purposes. 

LOCATION. 

Shepherdstown  is  a  village  of  about  1400  inhabitants,  on  the  south  bank  of 
the  Potomac,  at  the  entrance  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  and  is  noted  for  its 
healthfulness,  many  seeking  it  as  a  summer  resort.  It  is  easy  of  access  by  the 
S.  V.  Railroad.  There  are  six  churches  in  the  village,  and  pu^Dlls  can  attend 
any  one  their  parents  may  desire.  The  community  is  noted  for  its  morality 
and  sobriety. 

ADMISSION 

To  enter  the  Normal  Department,  the  applicant,  if  a  male,  must  be  fourteen 
years  of  age  ;  if  a  female,  thirteen  years  of  age;  and  must  be  able  to  pass  an 
examination  in  Spelling,  Reading,  Arithmetic,  Geography  and  First  Lessons 
in  English  Grammar.  To 'enter  the  Collegiate  Department,  they  must  each  be 
one  year  older,  and  must  be  prepared  to  stand  an  examination  upon  the  Junior 
Normal  Course  ;  this  will  be  insisted  upon 

The  time  for  this  examination  will  be  the  first  day  of  the  opening  term, 
when  pupils  will  be  assigned  to  the  classes  for  which  they  are  found  prepared. 
A.11  applications  should  be  made  to  the  Principal  before  the  beginning  of  the 
term. 
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EXPENSES. 

.  The  rates  of  tuition  for  pay  Scholars  are  fixed  as  foUows  :

All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance.  No  abatement  will  be  made  for  a  fraction 
of  a  month,  or  for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  sickness  extending  over  a  month, 
and  for  suspension  or  expulsion.  State  Normal  pupils  enter  free  of  charge 
for  tuition  and  use  of  Library  and  apparatus. 

Board  can  be  had  in  private  families  at  from  $2.50  to  $4.00  per  week.  Stu- 
dents who  board  in  town  will  be  under  the  care  of  the  teachers  at  all  times, 
and  families  who  board  pupils  will  be  required  to  report  any  misconduct  on 
the  part  of  the  pupil,  or  any  neglect  of  studies. 

LITEEAEY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College,  and  they  are 
both  well  attended  and  well  conducted — the  Parthenian,  composed  of  females, 
and  Ciceronian,  composed  of  males. 

There  is  also  an  Alumni  association,  composed  of  the  graduates  of  both  de- 
partments of  the  College. 

LIBEAEY  AND  CABINET. 

The  Library  and  Cabinet  are  yet  small,  but  increasing.  Contributions  to 
both  are  earnestly  solicited.  If  any  person  have  old  books  and  geological 
specimens  which  they  little  value,  they  would  confer  a  favor  upon  the  College 
by  donating  them  to  the  Library  and  Cabinet. 

MUSIC.  ' 

This  department  is  not  made  a  part  of  the  College  curriculum,  but  a  teacher 
of  vocal  and  instrumental  Music  will  be  employed,  and  an  opportunity  given 
to  those  who  desired  to  pursue  this  branch,  to  take  lessons  at  the  instructor's 
charges,  which  will  be  made  moderate. 

MOEAL  CULTUEE. 

This  School  is  a  State  institution,  and  is  non-sectarian  in  every  respect. 
There  are  six  different  denominations  in  town,  and  each  has  a  prosperous 
Sabbath  School  and  regular  service,  so  that  students  can  attend  any  church 
their  parents  or  guardians  may  name.  They  will  be  required  to  attend 
church  regularly  every  Sabbath,  and  be  present  at  the  opening  exercises  of 
the  School  in  the  morning,  which  consist  of  singing,  reading  of  scripture  and 
prayer. 

TEACHEES  EECOMMENDED. 


County  Superintendents  and  others  desiring  teachers  are  requested  to  cor- 
respond with  the  Principal.  They  are  assured  that  no  incompetent  teacher 
will  be  recommended.    There  are  several  good  teachers,  graduates  of  this 
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School  now  desirous  of  obtaining  situations.  There  are  many  graduates  of 
this  School  now  teaching,  and  they  all  bring  good  reports  of  their  work. 


STATE  NORMAL  PUPILS. 


Such  pupils  are  admitted  free  of  tuition  on  condition  that  they  teach  one 
year  in  the  free  schools  in  the  State,  at  the  usual  compensation.  Application 
for  Normal  appointments  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  County 
in  which  the  applicant  resides  ;  but  if  the  quota  of  the  County  is  full,  applica- 
tion should  be  made  to  the  Principal  of  the  school  the  applicant  desires  to 
attend.

TO  PATRONS  AND  STUDENTS. 

The  importance  of  prompt  attendance  at  the  beginning  of  the  session 
cannot  be  too  strongly  urged.  The  loss  of  a  few  days  then  is  very  serious, 
and  interferes  greatly  with  the  advancement  of  the  pupils.  Equally  as  great 
an  evil  is  the  unnecessary  and  frequent  absences  during  the  term.  One  or 
two  days  lost  in  a  week  or  month  deranges  all  the  pupil's  studies,  puts  him 
behind  in  his  class,  and  discourages  him.  Time  thus  lost  can  not  be  made  up 
without  great  difficulty  and  labor,  and  but  few  pupils  regain  time  thus  lost. 
All  students  are  expected  to  comply  fuUy  and  promptly  with  the  rules  adopt- 
ed by  the  Regents  for  "the  government  of  pupils." 


THE  SCHOOL  TEAR. 


The  school  year  consists  of  forty  weeks,  and  is  divided  into  three  consecu- 
tive terms ;  the  first  begins  the  first  Monday  in  September,  and  continues 
sixteen  weeks  ;  the  second  begins  January  first,  and  continues  twelve  weeks  ; 
the  third  begins  April  first  and  continues  twelve  weeks.  The  next  school  year 
begins  September  5,  1881.
